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SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) - 
Rating their chances of success at 50- 
50, two Skylab astronauts today began 
a dram atic space walk to try to unjam 
a solar wing and restore nearly full 
power to their orbiting laboratory. 
Commander 
Charles 
Conrad 
Jr. 
exited first through an airlock hatch 
and 
positioned 
him self 
in 
foot 
restraints on the side of the vehicle. 
Before stepping out, Dr. Joseph P. 
Kerwin passed out tube sections which 
Conrad assembled into a makeshift 
handrail which would ease his way to 
the stuck panel, 25 feet away. 
The third crewman, Paul J. Weitz, 
remained behind in the station to 
monitor systems and relay Mission 
Control radio instructions to the 
spacewalkers. 
The astronauts opened the hatch at 
11:23 a.m. EDT just before passing out 
of radio contact. When an Australia 
station picked'them up 20 minutes lat­ 
er, C onrad was outside. 
Kerwin 
followed minutes later. 
Success of the 270-mile-high space 
stroll would provide the space station 
with additional badly needed electrical 
power and enable Conrad, Kerwin and 
Paul J. Weitz to complete a full ex­ 
periment load during the remaining 14 
days of their four-week mission. 
Conrad and Kerwin plan to slip 


outside the station hatch, attached to 
60-foot lifelines that feed oxygen and 
air to their bulky spacesuits. 


They 
plan 
to

25-foot 
makeshift handrail, clamping it to the 
solar wing. Then Conrad is to crawl 
hand-over-hand and attempt to pry or 
cut loose an inch-wide aluminum strip 
that holds the wing firmly against the 
workshop. 


If successful, the commander is to 
crouch under a rope that has been 
pulled taut over the same route as the 
handrail. With the rope on his shoulder, 


he is to stand up, hopefully raising the 
30-foot solar wing beam in a scissors­ 
like motion. 
That would free solar cell panels to 
convert the sun’s rays to energy to 
charge electrical 
batteries 
in

They would provide more than 3,000 
watts of power, nearly doubling the 
amount now available in the space 
station. 
Skylab has been short of electricity 
since a launching mishap May 14 
ripped away a protective shield, with a 
strip of it jamming the solar wing

oil executive George Franklin Getty II, 
eldest son of billionaire J. Paul Getty. 


Police said, however, there was no 
immediate evidence to indicate foul 
play in the death of the 48-year-old 
executive vice president of Getty Oil 
Co. 


Getty, chief operations officer of the 
firm, was admitted to Queen of Angels 
Hospital Wednesday morning suffering 
from a chest injury. He died Wed­ 
nesday afternoon. 


A spokesman for Getty Oil said Getty 
died of a cerebral hemorrhage, but 
police investigators said they were 
awaiting results of an autopsy planned 
today before determining the cause of 
death.

YELLOW SPRINGS, Ohio (AP) 
Students and faculty at Antioch College 
met Wednesday to formulate long-term 
plans for accomplishing their demands 
for guaranteed financial aid and 
reinstatement of expelled students and 
fired faculty. 
After a seven-week strike by students 
failed to get the administration to 
accept the demands students have 
decided to consider a tuition strike this 
summer to push for their five-year 
guarantee. They have asked the ad­ 
ministration to allow peers to judge the 
students and faculty removed because 
of alleged strike activity when their 
appeal hearings come up. 
About 
150 
students and 
faculty 
members rallied Wednesday in support 
of the 20 expelled students and seven 
fired faculty members. The meeting 
was low in key, mild in rhetoric and 
carried no hint that the students may 
be considering any new offensive. 
At an evening meeting about 50 
students decided to continue the 
dispute with the college by encouraging 
students coming on campus for the 
summer term to withhold tuition and to 
continue an 
information campaign 
about what the strikers’ objectives are. 
Students closed the school for almost 
50 days until a court injunction last 
week reopened it. Glasses resumed 
Monday. 
Townspeople are carefully watching 
developments on campus.

Admits guilt 


I am not in the habit of doing public 
penance, but I confess that I am 
probably responsible for the infliction 
of Daniel Kllsberg upon the good 
people of the United States. 
You see, overcome with a historian’s 
vested interest, I persuaded President 
Lyndon Johnson not to kill the “ Mc­ 
Namara 
History,” 
which 
later 
achieved notoriety as The Pentagon 
Papers. In other words, had I been 
adequately suspicious, there would 
have been nothing for Kllsberg to leak 
It all began in Saigon in November, 
1967, when 
I accompanied Vice 
President 
Humphrey 
to 
the 
inauguration of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu President Johnson had asked 
me to give him my reading on the 
situation in Vietnam, so I spent most 
of my time talking to my own sources 
(who were not necessarily the same 
men 
who 
drafted 
the 
cables 
to 
Washington). 
One of them ment ioned to me that t he 
Department of Defense had a flock of 
characters in town doing historical 
research This was interesting. I filed 
it away until I returned to Washington. 


A LIT T LE ADDITIONAL espionage 
revealed that the historical project was 
being run directly from the Office of 
the Secretary of Defense under the 
overall 
supervision 
of 
Deputy 
Secretary Paul Nitze. So I called Nitze 
up and inquired what precisely was 
going on. 
He seemed a bit chagrined that I 
knew about it, but invited me over to 
meet the director of the project, Dr. 
Leslie GeJb. We had a long and 
pleasant conversation in which he 
described the enterprise as designed to 
get the materials on Vietnam together 
before they vanished 
particularly 
items dealing with command and 
control. 
I thought this was an excellent idea 
and, indeed, offered to provide Gelb 
with the material on the Diem coup 
which I had accumulated in the course 
of my own research (described here 
recently) on President Kennedy’s role. 
But first, of course, I had to check with 
the President and get his approval; the 
White House in those days was not 
populated by independent operators.

content. 
However, their appointment draws 
only a cool wait-and-see attitude from

M assachusetts-based 
c itiz e n s ’ 
organization 
The group recently asked the 
Federal Communications Commission 
to ban all commercials from kid shows 
on television. 
“ I see it (the Berry-Fransecky ap­ 
pointment) as an interesting sign,” 
said A(!T’s executive director, Mrs. 
Evelyn Sarson. That was her only com­ 
ment. 
Franseeky, of the 
University of 
Cincinnati, said he felt 
it 
wasn’t 
feasible for a commercial network to 
air children’s shows without advertis­ 
ing because of the cost of the shows. 
CBS says the average cost of each 
half-hour animated program 
it has 
nine in its Saturday morning lineup 
next fall— is $60,OOO. 
Berry, of UCLA, declined to say if he 
thought 
commercialless 
kid 
shows 
feasible because ‘‘I really do not feel 
competent at this point to deal with the 
economic question. 
Last season Berry headed a panel of 
educators that advised on comedian 
Bill Cosby’s “ Fat 
Albert” cartoon 
series on CBS. 
Franseeky said he feels that he and 
Berry, as CBS consultants, must study 
the “ total package" of children’s pro­ 
gramming, including “ how we cluster 
commercials, 
how 
we plan 
them, 
where they fit. 
“ I think it transcends the issue of 
‘commercials yes, commercials no,’ 
and it gets at the issue that in one sense 
is a fact of life of the medium,” he said 
Both educators said their work would 
include conferring with producers and

For foreign investors: 
Am erican stocks are hot item s

N EW YO RK (A P) — While the stock 
market scene seems to bore Americans 
almost as much as those summer tele­ 
vision reruns, foreign investors are 
acting as if they’ve had a preview of 
things to come. 
They are buying, that is, at a time 
when a large segment of the American 
public is ignoring the market. And 
when any investor buys he either thinks 
or hopes that prices will rise. 
The 
purchases 
are 
somewhat 
anomalous in that foreigners in other 
ways arc proclaiming their distrust of 
the American economy, or perhaps of 
American political leadership, and are 
selling dollars feverishly. But they are 
buying stocks. 
In the first quarter of the year the net 
total of foreign purchases — sales 
deducted from purchases — probably 
exceeded $1 billion. 
This figure was more than double the 
net total of purchases at the like time a 
year earlier, when the market was 
rising rather than falling, as it is now 
While the domestic boredom with 
stocks is blamed on various factors 
such as capital 
gains 
taxes, 
low 
dividend 
rates,

disorganization and customer distrust, 
to name a few 
the foreign interest is 
attributed to value. 
Whether these values are real or 
imagined is an outcome that nobody 
can forecast, but when you look at 
some of the facts on which foreign 
decisions are made you have to agree 
that they seem sound.

ternational Finance,” since 1970 the 
dollar has depreciated by an average of

against currencies of 
Germany, Switzerland, France, the 
Netherlands, Belgium, Italy, Sweden, 
Canada, Britain and Japan. 
That means an added price reduction 
on American stocks, some of which 
already are discounted to their lowest 
prices in years when matched against 
their ascending earnings. The principal 
foreign investors, says Chase, have 
been institutions, “ investment trusts 
and some banks in Japan, and, in the 
case of Europe, chiefly banks buying 
for managed accounts." 
The American markets provide these 
institutions

Skylab crew kept alert by false alarm s 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) 
The Skylab astronauts have scrambled 
at the sound of alarm bells more than 
once, only to find nothing amiss. 
“If the television had been on, you'd 
have seen us flying around here like 
cannonballs,” com m ander Charles 
Conrad Jr. told mission control after 
one of the alerts. 
The false alarm culprit turned out to 
be the South Atlantic anomaly, a well­ 
known area of trapped radiation that 
can be mischievous at times. 
Every time the orbiting Skylab 
passes across the Atlantic Ocean east 
of South America, it spends several 
minutes 
in this region 
of 
highly 
charged particles. 
It is here that the Van Allen radiation 
belts which circle the earth dip closer 
to the surface. 


During the first day of observations 
of the sun, the Skylab crew rushed to 
their telescopes when they heard a 
buzzer from the solar flare detector. 
Sighting a flare an intense storm on 
the sun s surface- is something the 
astronauts are anxious to do because of 
its scientific value. 
But no flare was in evidence. The 
buzzer had been set off by the anomaly 
because the crew had forgotten to turn 
off the alarm when passing through the 
zone. rrhe solar flare detector is tuned 
to pick up X-rays, and “ there is not any 
convenient way to distinguish between 
X-rays from the sun and those present 
in the anomaly. ' said a space agency 
official.

American prisoners of war are deep 
into their special period of adjustment 
these days: from a world filled with 
loneliness and dreams to one crowded 
with decisions and problems. 
The excitement and whirlwind of 
events since their homecoming are 
fading. 
In the weeks after release, most of 
the 566 POWs plunged into speech- 
making, 
answering 
fan 
mail, 
headlining parades, visiting the White 
House and throwing out baseballs. 
At the same time, after years of 
deprivation, they were showered with 
all sorts of gifts from cars to junkets to 
wristwatches. 
It was, as one wife put it, a time for 
doing everything yesterday. 
Now reality is closing in. 
There are the lingering problems of 
rebuilding lives with wives and 
children There are adjustments to the 
som etim es 
drastic 
changes 
in 
American 
lifestyles. 
There 
are 
decisions about the future. 
A survey shows most of the former 
POWs are adapting to the changes. 
Some even say it has been easy. 
“Ifs no worse than coming back 
from a nine-month cruise as far as 
read ju stm en t,” said Navy Cmdr. 
Richard A. Stratton, 41, of Palo Alto, 
('alif., a prisoner for six years. The fa­ 
ther of three sons addl'd: 
“ Maybe I'm riding for a fall I don’t 
know. Any problems are just minor. 
Like I don't like the way one of my sons 
holds his fork, so we’re changing it. 
Petty stuff like that. My biggest ad­ 
justment is to California drivers...they 
seem as dangerous as the enemy." 
Others, such at Lt. Cmdr. Michael 
Christian and his wife of Virginia 
Beach, Va., take a different view. 
“You can't take a family — the 
father and mother — and put them into 
two different worlds for so many years 
and not have adjustments," said Mrs. 
Christian, the mother of three, whose 
husband was listed as missing for three 
of the six years he was a POW. 
“The big adjustment for us was 
Mike’s wanting to go so fast. I can 
remember saying Let’s just take it 
easy and do one thing at a time.’ And he 
replied. ‘Don’t say that to me, that’s 
what the North Vietnamese said to 
us."’ 
In general, the men say they are in 
good health. Some have had corrective 
surgery because of torture or lack of 
medical attent ion in prison. Practically 
all have undergone dental work. 
Dr. Richard S. Wilbur, the Pen­ 
tagon's health chief, said preliminary 
figures on various forms of disease and 
injury found by military doctors who 
examined the POWs in U.S. hospitals 
showed nearly one-third, mostly pilots, 
had suffered major fractures. 
Wilbur also said more than 53 per 
cent of the prisoners came back with 
worms that led to malnutrition and 
anemia. 
He said the men would be advised 
and watched for five years to try to 
avoid a repetition of the high violent 
death rate experienced by some IJ S. 
POWS after World War II and Korea. 
Wilbur said the Vietnam prisoners 
have experienced “ a lot of difficulty in 
moving back into their families." lh* 
said the returned prisoner often found 
that his family had been “getting along 
pretty well without him.” 
In his statement Friday, Wilbur 
specifically cited thi* possibility of 
suicide. 
On Sunday, Air Force (’apt Edward 
A. Brudno was found dead in Harrison, 
N.Y. Police calk'd him a suicide.

About 80 per cent of the men 
expressed interest in pursuing their 
education. 
At least four POWs learned on return 
that their wives had died during the 
years. Some found they had lost a 
mother, father, brother or sister. 
For others tragedy awaited. 
Lt. Col. Armand J. Myers returned to 
his wife and 14-yearold son Randy in 
Dallas. Tex , after more than 6>2 years 
in a prison camp. Less than two months 
later, his son was killed in a sand dune 
cavein. 
At his homecoming, Myers had said 
of his son, "I left a small boy, he was a 
very sweet and docile boy. And when I 
came back I looked up to a 6-foot-2 
bright, mature young man and from 
what I ve seen so far I’m real proud.” 
The wife of another officer says her 
problem is getting her husband to 
change clothes. 
“And he was the kind of man who 
(before he was taken prisoner) would 
change shirts every two hours" she 
said. 
“ He takes them off at night and 
carefully folds them up. He hangs his 
slacks up ever so neatly. But he doesn’t 
want me to take them away to wash I 
have to sneak them to the hamper. 
“ He himself has analyzed this as 
some sort of psychological reaction, 
and so is slowly improving" said the

Most POWs said they’d had some 
problem with their children. For some 
it was long hair; for others it was the 
kids' not meeting expectations Most 
said it was simply a question of getting 
to know young adults who were 
children when they left.

I 
don’t think enough praise has been 
given to what our wives have done I 
think if you had a good marriage to 
start with. a good woman to start with, 
then she hung on ..."

ACCORDING to EPA, open burning 
is the burning of any trash or other 
refuse outdoors, such as in a dump, pit, 
barrel or at curbside without benefit of 
any filtration or cleaning device. This 
means that for most Ohio citizens the 
open burning of trash and leaves is 
illegal. 
Open burning is prohibited only in 
restricted areas where an adequate 
collection 
service 
is 
available. 
If 
collection .service is not available, open 
burning will be allowed until such 
service is available, or until July I, 
1975, whichever is sooner. 
A restricted area is defined as the 
area within the boundaries of any 
municipal corporation, plus a zone 
extending 
1,000 feet 
beyond the 
boundaries of any municipality having 
between 1,000 and IO,(XX) population. 
For municipalities having more than 
IO,(KH) population, the restricted area 
extends one mile beyond the cor­ 
poration limit. 


THE KERNING of household rubbish 
such as paper, trash, garbage, oil, 
rubber, leaves, grass clippings and any 
m aterial originating from the home or 
on the property is 
included in a 
restricted area. 
Outside restricted areas, refuse and 
agricultural waste may be burned on 
the premises where it is generated, 
after it has been stacked and dried, if 
weather conditions allow dissipation of 
contaminants and as long as burning 
does not cause a visibility hazard near 
roadways, railroad tracks or air fields. 
The penalties for violation of the open 
burning regulations range from $1 to 
$10,(XKJ which may be imposed at the 
discretion of the court. 


I HE REGULATIONS do not prohibit 
campfires or outdoor barbecuing. The 
burning of construction wastes are also 
prohibited, but small open flames for 
heating tar, welding, acetylene torches 
and highway safety Hares are allowed.

either credited to the taxpayer or the 
state, and be used toward next year s 
income tax return. 
By doing this, he said, the income tax 
division could reduce paperwork and 
mailing. 
“ Under the present state income tax 
law, we’re obligated to refund any 
amount,” he said. “ We had some penny 
refunds and these were the ones people 
wanted.” 
Spaulding said, “ If we can get a bill 
introduced, we will do the sam e as the 
federal government. If the liability is $1 
or less, the state will not have to make 
refunds and the citizen will not have to 
pay the state. The amounts would be 
credited to the next tax y ea r.” 
He said departm ent officials are 
examining the possibility of having 
enabling legislation offered in the Ohio 
Senate this session. If approved this 
year, it could be in force when Ohioans 
file their 1973 returns before April 15. 
1974. 
Spaulding said the power to forego 
the refunds of $1 or less was inad­ 
vertently left out of the income tax law 
when it was passed in December, 1971. 
“ It’s one area we would like to 
straighten out,” he said. 
The spokesman said. “ The biggest 
complaints we’ve received this year 
are that people haven’t gotten their 
refund checks. The refunds are m ade 
within 60-90 days after filing, about the 
sam e as the federal income tax.” 


H ow ever, S paulding said, som e 
O hioans have not re ceiv ed their 
checks, even though the refunds were 
mailed. He did not know the reason for 
the problem. 


“ We have to trace those returns 
down and ask the taxpayers to file a 
second return to get the refund,” he 
said. 


It has not been determined how many 
persons will have to file the second 
form.

Resilient floor tiles once owed their 
popularity to the fact that they could be 
installed by anyone. 
Over 
the 
years, 
the 
increasing 
availability of better designs, colors 
and textures has enabled them to win 
even greater acceptance. 
As happens every time a product 
gains widespread approval, it is sold in 
so many different kinds and types that 
the public has a difficult time making 
proper choices. 
Remember, for instance, when you 
walked into a hardware or paint store 
and had only to decide whether you 
wanted flat or glossy paint? 
The multiplicity of paints now on the 
market makes the selective process a 
bit confusing unless you have a very 
definite idea of what you want, gleaned 
from either experience or what you 
have read or heard. 
Here’s some information on resilient 
floor tiles that will give you a running 
start in making your choice. 
The big seller in the tile field is vinyl 
asbestos, a combination of vinyl resins 
and asbestos fiber. It is not as ex­ 
pensive as solid vinyl, yet it can be 
used anywhere in the house on any 
surface, above or below grade, resists 
spilled liquids and is easy to maintain. 
The cheapest of the resilient tiles, 
asphalt, gave way in popularity to 
vinyl asbestos because asphalt 
is 
susceptible to grease, oil and other 
substances with solvent-like the most 
popular tile, asphalt is still widely 
used. 
A FIRST-TIME shopper for reilient 
tiles is likely to be surprised by the 
wide range in prices for what seems to 
be look-alike tiling. This is especially 
true in the vinyl tile line, where some 
kinds are solid and others have only 
vinyl veneers. 
The thickness or gauge of the tile is 
another factor in the price. Therefore, 
when you compare two kinds of vinyl 
tile with far different prices, you are 
likely to discover that the solid product 
with a thicker gauge costs more. 
This doesn’t mean that the veneered 
tile in a thinner gauge might not serve 
your purpose; it merely tells you why 


one is less expensive so that you can 
make a proper selection. 
Among the other kinds of resilient 
floor tiles are 
rubber, 
cork 
and 
linoleum Cork is luxurious and quiet, 
costs more and usually requires a clear 
sealer to keep dirt from being ground 
into it. 
Rubber is excellent to walk on. but 
shows m arks from furniture legs more 
than most others I have not found it on 
display in several stores I have been in 
recently. Linoleum, like vinyl asbestos 
and vinyl, is easy to maintain. 
DIFFERENT TYPES of tile require 
different types of adhesive. Always 
make it a point to buy the adhesive in 
the same store where you buy the tiles. 
And always tell the dealer where the 
flooring will be installed, especially if it 
is to be on a concrete floor below grade. 
If you want to do away with the 
cementing chores, and can afford to 
spend a little more, you might give 
some consideration to the self-stick 
tiles. 
The paper backing is pulled off the 
tile, which is then pressed onto the 
floor.

But people attracted to his neigh 
borhood simply cannot afford to pay 
$15,(KH) more for his house. The extra 
bedroom and bath would have been 
saleable, but how many people need a 
fully equipped photography room? 
The rem odeling vs. new house 
decision must be made carefully, 
agreed two other people who have had 
similar experiences.

NEW YORK (A P) — The record 
industry is shuddering as reports 
surface of payola, drugs, an organized 
crime connection and misuse of funds. 
A federal grand jury and offices of 
district attorneys in Manhattan and 
Los Angeles are looking into the music 
business. One recording industry 
figure has fallen, and people in the field 
see troubled days ahead. 
“ The reports say all record com­ 
panies are being quietly investigated. I 
believe that is going to happen,” said 
Herb Helman. head of public relations 
for RCA Records. ‘‘At this point, I think 
every company should take a very low 
profile.” 
The payola scandals of the late 1950s 
rocked the music world with public 
revelation 
that 
record 
company 
promotion men used money, liquor and 
free vacations to convince disk jockeys 
to play their records. Such exposure 
can increase sales. 
The record companies and broad­ 
casters insist such practices have 
ceased. But some reports indicate they 
persist with a new twist: cocaine and 
marijuana 
are sometimes 
the in­ 
ducement now. 
How widespread such activities are 
cannot be stated. But payola on a 
grander scale was reported this week 
by sources close to a federal grand jury 
meeting in Newark, N J. 
Those sources said David Wynshaw, 
until two months ago director of artist 
relations for Columbia Records, told 
members of a federal Organized Crime 
Strike 
Force that the company 
budgeted $250.(KM) a year for payoffs to 
promote Columbia’s stable of black pop 
and rock singers. 
Wynshaw said part of the money 
went to bribe the publishers of weekly 
tip sheets that supposedly keep radio 
stations informed of the latest “ hot” 
records and part of it went to black disk 
jockeys, the sources said.

Space walk rated 
50-50 chance

oil executive George Franklin Getty II, 
eldest son of billionaire J. Paul Getty. 


Police said, however, there was no 
immediate evidence to indicate foul 
play in the death of the 48-year-old 
executive vice president of Getty Oil 
Co. 


Getty, chief operations officer of the 
firm, was admitted to Queen of Angels 
Hospital Wednesday morning suffering 
from a chest injury.

Nabisco for 
$5.45 million 


WELLSTON, Ohio

Ralston Purina Co. has filed a $5.45 
million suit against Nabisco, Inc., 
charging that the firm reneged on an 1 
agreement to buy the Ralston plant 
here. 
The suit was filed in St. Louis Circuit 
Court. In the suit, Ralston contends

Ralston announced it was dissolving its 
Checkerboard Food Division here. 
The $8.4 million deal was terminated 
last November. The plant was later 
sold to Banquet Foods Corp. for about

ference in the two prices plus main­ 
tenance costs. 
The city of Wellston made im­ 
provements costing more than $1.5 
million to its water and 
sewage 
facilities to provide services for the 
new plant. 
This included a 325-acre lake to 
provide a supplemental water supply. 
The lake, including road relocations, 
cost more than $800,000. A large part of 
those funds were provided by the state. 
When the plant was dedicated in 1968, 
it was the largest turkey processing 
plant in the world. But the demand for 
turkeys never reached the volume 
which Purina officials had expected. 
Purina attempted to convert the 
plant to other frozen food products but 
eventually closed it down. It was idle 
for a year or more before negotiations 
got under way for its sale.

Antioch students ponder 
long-range plan of action 


YELLOW' SPRINGS, Ohio (AP) - 
Students and faculty at Antioch College 
met Wednesday to formulate long-term 
plans for accomplishing their demands 
for guaranteed financial aid and 
reinstatement of expelled students and 
fired faculty. 
After a seven-week strike by students 
failed to get the administration to 
accept the demands students have 
decided to consider a tuition strike this 
summer to push for their five-year 
guarantee. They have asked the ad­ 
ministration to allow peers to judge the 
students and faculty removed because 
of alleged strike activity when their 
appeal hearings come up. 
About 
150 students and 
faculty 
members rallied Wednesday in support 
of the 20 expelled students and seven 
fired faculty members. The meeting 
was low in key, mild in rhetoric and 
carried no hint that the students may 
be considering any new offensive. 
At an evening meeting about 50 
students decided to continue the 
dispute with the college by encouraging 
students coming on campus for the 
summer term to withhold tuition and to 
continue an 
information campaign 
about what the strikers’ objectives are. 
Students closed the school for almost 
50 days until a court injunction last 
week reopened it. Classes resumed 
Monday. 
Townspeople are carefully watching 
developments on campus. 
The weekly Yellow Springs News, 
which serves 5,(KH) residents, wrote in 
an editorial “ Antioch College cannot 
function with all its present student 


lx)dy, faculty and administration here. 
People who won’t work with those who 
are left will have to be kicked out.” 
The administration and students 
“ must Ix'gin to work in harmony,” the 
editorial said. 
News editor Eleanor Switzer, who 
has spent 32 of her 58 years in Yellow 
Springs, said, “ If we have to do without 
Antioch, it would Im* a great loss. 
“ The strike has caused a cleavage. 
People just 
don't go on 
campus 
anymore. There used to be more town 
campus interaction. 
“ I think it s part of the national 
picture between the ‘haves’ and 
‘havenots.’ The minorities (recruited 
in 1970) brought all their feelings and a 
cleavage of neglect and how they 
operated in the ghetto, in an at­ 
mosphere of distrust,” she said. 
“ I ’ve seen a change from a small 
school where the honor system worked, 
where everybody was good friends and 
neighbors to a place where there just 
isn t the spirit of community. There 
isn’t a common goal. 
“Antioch still has an interest in the 
oppressed, poor, social minority 
groups. There isn t an agreement on 
methods. There isn’t a commitment for 
non-violence,” she said.

No more travel curbs 


Another View 


The idea of restricting American 
citizens' travel to any country where 
the United States is engaged in 
armed conflict is now officially 
championed by the U.S. Passport 
Office. 
Its director, 
Frances G 
Knight, has written a letter to 
Congress endorsing bills which 
would empower the President to 
forbid such travel should he choose 
to do so. 
Mrs. Knight’s reasoning in sup­ 
port of her position is of interest. "I 
do not pretend to be a foreign policy 
expert,” she wrote, “ but I also think 
it is important to have the authority 
to use a restriction on travel as an 
instrument of foreign policy.” 
W hether or 
not 
she 
fancies 
herself as an expert on foreign 
policy, Mrs. Knight has given some 
reason to believe she thinks herself 


qualified to make judgments in the 
field. She has been accused of in­ 
jecting her personal views into the 
passport routine on occasion with 
respect to individual applicants. 
This illustrates the source of one 
objection to any new curb on travel. 
This right of citizenship already is 
circumscribed 
in 
various 
ways. 
Individual rig h ts of m ovem ent 
should not be m ade subject to 
the 
whim or political views of anyone, 
not even of the President. 
The recent situation in Vietnam 
illuminates the matter. Whether or 
not Americans should have been 
allowed to go to North V ietnam in 
w artim e is a touchy m atter on which 
there 
are 
sharp 
differences 
of 
opinion. All could surely agree, 
though, that had there been a law on 
the books authorizing the President 


to forbid such visits, it probably 
would have been invoked. 
That might have curbed some 
statements against the war; cer­ 
tainly it would have restricted such 
s ta te m e n ts to a less d ra m a tic 
forum. 
Whether that would have been a 
good or bad thing - whether it would 
have brought the war to a speedier 
end, or p erh ap s lengthened it 
because certain disclosures about 
conditions in Vietnam would not 
have been m ade - is a question to be 
debated. 
We prefer the risks of free travel 
and free speech to the risks of an 
official clampdown on travel, and 
consequently on inquiry and free 
speech.

I am not in the habit of doing public 
penance, but I confess that 
I am 
probably responsible for the infliction 
of Daniel Ellsberg upon 
the good 
people of the United States. 
You see, overcome with a historian’s 
vested interest, I persuaded President 
Lyndon Johnson not to kill the “ Mc­ 
N a m a ra 
H isto ry ,” 
which 
la te r 
achieved notoriety as The Pentagon 
Papers. In other words, had I been 
adequately suspicious, there would 
have been nothing for Ellsberg to leak. 
It all began in Saigon in November, 
1967, 
when 
I ac co m p an ied Vice 
P resid en t 
H um phrey 
to 
the 
inauguration of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu. President Johnson had asked 
me to give him my reading on the 
situation in Vietnam, so I spent most 
of my time talking to my own sources 
(who were not necessarily the sam e 
men 
who 
drafted 
the 
cables 
to 
Washington). 
One of them ment ioned to me that the 
Department of Defense had a flock of 
characters in town doing historical 
research. This was interesting: I filed 
it away until I returned to Washington. 


A LITTLE ADDITIONAL espionage 
revealed that the historical project was 
being run directly from the Office of 
the Secretary of Defense under the 
overall 
supervision 
of 
D eputy 
Secretary Paul Nitze. So I called Nitze 
up and inquired what precisely was 
going on. 
He seemed a bit chagrined that I 
knew about it, but invited me over to 
meet the director of the project, Dr 
Leslie Gelb. 
We had a long 
and 
pleasant conversation in which 
he 
described the enterprise as designed to 
get the m aterials on Vietnam together 
before they vanished — particularly 
items dealing 
with command 
and 
control. 
I thought this was an excellent idea 
and, indeed, offered to provide Gelb 
with the material on the Diem coup 
which I had accumulated in the course 
of my own research (described here 
recently) on President Kennedy’s role. 
But first, of course, I had to check with 
the President and get his approval; the 
White House in those days was not 
populated by independent operators. 
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When I took the information to 
President Johnson, his initial reaction 
richly vindicated by subsequent 
events 
— 
was 
one 
of 
profound 
suspicion 
“ What a r e they doing 
w riting 
h isto ry ? " 
he 
inquired: 
“They’re supposed to be fighting a 
w ar.” 
By this time, it should be noted, the 
President was profoundly leery of 
Secretary of 
Defense 
Robert 
Mc­ 
N am ara, who was to be replaced by 
Clark Clifford early in 1968. Johnson 
was convinced — wrongly in 
my 
judgment 
— that 
M cNamara 
was 
cabaling with Sen. Robert Kennedy, a 
conviction that I suspect the latter 
went out of his way to encourage. 
The minute that the news of Mc­ 
N a m a r a ’s forthcom ing resig n atio n 
cam e out, for instance, Sen. Kennedy 
rushed to the Pentagon for a two-or 
three-hour conference. Of course, they 
were old friends, but this set President 
Johnson growling for days.) 


AT ANY RATE, the President was 
unhappy with M cN am ara’s venture 
into history, and I am sure that had I 
ex p ressed any doubts about the 


legitimacy of the operation, he would 
have picked up the phone and killed it 
then and there. But I in all innocence 
weighed in, arguing how useful it would 
be to have a definitive collation of the 
relevant documents and citing my own 
job on the Diem coup as a case in point. 
He wound up the conversation: “ Keep 
an eye on them .” 
I subsequently visited Gelb a couple 
of times and gave him some very hot 
material on the Diem coup (which, 
interestingly enough, did not appear in 
the Pentagon Papers), but the spring 
and sum m er of 1968 in Washington 
gave me little time to “ keep an eye on 
Ihem.” 
Martin Luther King Jr. was m u r­ 
dered and part of Washington went up 
in smoke. Robert Kennedy was m u r­ 
dered, and one began to wonder if the 
United States was becoming a Banana 
Republic. 
Meanwhile, over at the 
Pentagon a group moved in on the 
McNamara History and converted it 
into a brief against the government. 
And that was Ellsberg’s launching pad. 
I most grievously sinned. May God 
and the American people have mercy 
on my soul.

NEW YORK (AP) - The CBS 
Television network says it has hired 
two noted educators, Drs. Gordon 
Berry and Roger Fransecky, as con­ 
sultants on children’s programming. 
The duo, described by 
CBS as 
specialists in educational planning for 
children, say they’ll advise CBS in all 
aspects, from concepts to commercial 
content. 
However, their appointment draws 
only a cool wait-and-see attitude from 
the highly vocal group called Action for 
C hildren’s 
Television 
(ACT), 
a 
M a ssa c h u se tts-b a se d 
c itiz e n s ’ 
organization. 
The group recently asked the 
Federal Communications Commission 
to ban all commercials from kid shows 
on television. 
“ I see it (the Berry-Fransecky ap 
pointment) as an interesting sign,” 
said ACT’s executive director, Mrs. 
Evelyn Sarson. That was her only com­ 
ment. 
Fransecky, of the University of 
Cincinnati, said he felt 
it wasn’t 
feasible for a commercial network to 
air children’s shows without advertis­ 
ing because of the cost of the shows. 
CBS says the average cost of each 
half-hour animated program—it has 
nine in its Saturday morning lineup 
next fall— is $60,000. 
Berry, of UCLA, declined to say if he 
thought com merci alless kid shows 
feasible because ‘‘I really do not feel 
competent at this point to deal with the 
economic question. 
Last season Berry headed a panel of 
educators that advised on comedian 
Bill Cosby’s “Fat Albert” cartoon 
series on CBS. 
Fransecky said he feels that he and 
Berry, as CBS consultants, must study 
the ‘‘total package” of children’s pro­ 
gramming, including ‘‘how we cluster 
commercials, 
how we plan 
them, 
where they fit. 
“ I think it transcends the issue of 
‘commercials yes, commercials no,’ 
and it gets at the issue that in one sense 
is a fact of life of the medium,” he said. 
Both educators said their work would 
include conferring with producers and

American stocks are hot items

NEW YORK (AP) — While the stock 
m arket scene seems to bore Americans 
almost as much as those sum m er tele­ 
vision reruns, foreign investors are 
acting as if they've had a preview of 
things to come. 
They are buying, that is, at a time 
when a large segment of the American 
public is ignoring the market. And 
when any investor buys he either thinks 
or hopes that prices will rise. 
The 
p u rc h ases 
a r e 
som ew hat 
anomalous in that foreigners in other 
ways are proclaiming their distrust of 
the American economy, or perhaps of 
American political leadership, and are 
selling dollars feverishly. But they are 
buying stocks. 
In the first quarter of the year the net 
total of foreign purchases — sales 
deducted from purchases — probably 
exceeded $1 billion. 
This figure was more than double the 
net total of purchases at the like time a 
year earlier, when the m arket was 
rising rather than falling, as it is now. 
While the domestic boredom with 
stocks is blamed on various factors 
such as capital 
gains 
taxes, 
low 
dividend 
ra te s, 
Wall 
S treet 


disorganization and custom er distrust, 
to name a few — the foreign interest is 
attributed to value 
Whether these values are real or 
imagined is an outcome that nobody 
can forecast, but when you look at 
some of the facts on which foreign 
decisions are made you have to agree 
that they seem sound. 
For instance, as Chase Manhattan 
Bank 
notes 
in 
its 
biweekly 
“ In­ 
ternational Finance,’’ since 1970 the 
dollar has depreciated by an average of 
17 per cent against currencies of 
Germany, Switzerland, France, the 
Netherlands, Belgium, Italy, Sweden, 
Canada, Britain and Japan. 
That means an added price reduction 
on American stocks, some of which 
already are discounted to their lowest 
prices in years when matched against 
their ascending earnings. The principal 
foreign investors, says Chase, have 
been institutions, “ investment trusts 
and some banks in Japan, and, in the 
case of Europe, chiefly banks buying 
for managed accounts.” 
The American m arkets provide these 
institutions with 
large 
supplies of 
stock. 
What are they buying? Despite the 
wide choices available, Chase quotes 


an international brokerage house spe­ 
cialist as saying they’ve been con­ 
ce n tra tin g in high-quality growth 
stocks such as E a stm a n Kodak, 
Polaroid, Xerox and IBM. 
While Chase explains that these are 
among the American companies with 
global interests and 
internationally 
recognized products, they are also 
among the preferred choices of many 
American institutions also.

Skylab crew kept alert by false alarms 


SPACE CENTER, Houslon (AP) - 
The Skylab astronauts have scrambled 
at the sound of alarm bells more than 
once, only to find nothing amiss. 
“ If the television had been on, you'd 
have seen us flying around here like 
cannonballs,” commander Charles 
Conrad Jr. told mission control after 
one of the alerts. 
The false alarm culprit turned out to 
be the South Atlantic anomaly, a well­ 
known area of trapped radiation that 
can be mischievous at times. 
Every time the orbiting Skylab 
passes across the Atlantic Ocean east 
of South America, it spends several 
minutes in 
this region of 
highly 
charged particles. 
It is here that the Van Allen radiation 
belts which circle the earth dip closer 
to the surface. 


During the first day of observations 
of the sun, the Skylab crew rushed to 
their telescopes when they heard a 
buzzer from the solar flare detector. 
Sighting a flare—an intense storm on 
the sun s surface—is something the 
astronauts are anxious to do because of 
its scientific value. 
But no flare was in evidence. The 
buzzer had been set off by the anomaly 
because the crew had forgotten to turn 
off the alarm when passing through the 
zone. The solar flare detector is tuned 
to pick up X-rays, and “ there is not any 
convenient way to distinguish between 
X-ravs from the sun and those present 
in the anomaly,” said a space agency 
official.

American prisoners of war are deep 
into their special period of adjustment 
these days: from a world filled with 
loneliness and dreams to one crowded 
with decisions and problems. 
The excitement and whirlwind of 
events since their homecoming are 
fading. 
In the weeks after release, most of 
the 566 POWS plunged into speech- 
making. 
answering 
fan 
mail, 
headlining parades, visiting the White 
House and throwing out baseballs. 
At the same time, after years of 
deprivation, they were showered with 
all sorts of gifts from cars to junkets to 
wristwatches. 
It was, as one wife put it, a time for 
doing everything yesterday. 
Now reality is closing in. 
There are the lingering problems of 
rebuilding lives with 
wives and 
children. There are adjustments to the 
sometimes 
drastic 
changes 
in 
American 
lifestyles. 
There 
are 
decisions about the future. 
A survey shows most of the former 
POWS are adapting to the changes. 
Some even say it has been easy. 
“ It’s no worse than coming back 
from a nine-month cruise as far as 
readjustment,” said Navy Cmdr. 
Richard A. Stratton, 41, of Palo Alto, 
Calif., a prisoner for six years. The fa­ 
ther of three sons added: 
“ Maybe I ’m riding for a fall I don’t 
know. Any problems are just minor. 
Like I don’t like the way one of my sons 
holds his fork, so we’re changing it. 
Petty stuff like that. My biggest ad­ 
justment is to California drivers...they 
seem as dangerous as the enemy.” 
Others, such at Lt. Cmdr. Michael 
Christian and his wife of Virginia 
Beach, Va., take a different view. 
“ You can’t take a family — the 
father and mother — and put them into 
two different worlds for so many years 
and not have adjustments,” said Mrs. 
Christian, the mother of three, whose 
husband was listed as missing for three 
of the six years he was a POW. 
“ The big adjustment for us was 
Mike’s wanting to go so fast. I can 
remember saying ‘Let’s just take it 
easy and do one thing at a time.’ And he 
replied, ‘Don’t say that to me, that’s 
what the North Vietnamese said to 
us.’” 
In general, the men say they are in 
good health. Some have had corrective 
surgery because of torture or lack of 
medical attention in prison. Practically 
all have undergone dental work. 
Dr. Richard S. Wilbur, the Pen­ 
tagon’s health chief, said preliminary 
figures on various forms of disease and 
injury found by military doctors who 
examined the POWS in U.S. hospitals 
showed nearly one-third, mostly pilots, 
had suffered major fractures. 
Wilbur also said more than 53 per 
cent of the prisoners came back with 
worms that led to malnutrition and 
anemia. 
He said the men would be advised 
and watched for five years to try to 
avoid a repetition of the high violent 
death rate experienced by some U.S. 
POWS after World War II and Korea. 
Wilbur said the Vietnam prisoners 
have experienced “ a lot of difficulty in 
moving back into their families.” Ile 
said the returned prisoner often found 
that his family had been “ getting along 
pretty well without him.” 


In his statement Friday, Wilbur 
specifically cited the possibility of 
suicide. 
On Sunday, Air Force (’apt. Edward 
A. Brudno was found dead in Harrison, 
N.Y. Police called him a suicide. 


Brudno had been among the first 
group of POWS to return home but 
never held a press conference 
The ma jority of men have chosen to 
remain in the service, at least for the 
time being. Of 101 POWs interviewed in 
the last few weeks, eight said they were

Lt. Col. Armand J. Myers returned to 
his wife and 14-yearold son Randy in 
Dallas, Tex., after more than 6* 2 years 
in a prison camp. Less than two months 
later, his son was killed in a sand dune 
cave-in. 
At his homecoming, Myers had said 
of his son, “ I left a small boy, he was a 
very sweet and docile boy. And when I 
came back I looked up to a 6-foot-2 
bright, mature young man and from 
what I ve seen so far I ’m real proud.” 
The wife of another officer says her 
problem is getting her husband to 
change clothes. 
“ And he was the kind of man who 
(before he was taken prisoner) would 
change shirts every two hours” she 
said. 
“ He takes them off at night and 
carefully folds them up. He hangs his 
slacks up ever so neatly. But he doesn’t 
want me to take them away to wash. I 
have to sneak them to the hamper. 
“ He himself has analyzed this as 
some sort of psychological reaction, 
and so is slowly improving” said the 
woman, 
who 
asked 
to 
remain 
anonymous. 


Most POWs said they’d had some 
problem with their children. For some 
it was long hair; for others it was the 
kids’ not meeting expectations. Most 
said it was simply a question of getting 
to know young adults who were 
children when they left. 


“ Of course, 
there 
have 
been 
problems. My children have lived 7 
years and 4 months without me. They 
don’t know me. It takes a while to get to 
know' people after a separation like 
that. And they have to get used to 
seeing me around, to having someone 
else 
in

Perhaps the most publicized problem 
of the POWs has concerned marriage. 
Ninety-three of 
the POWs 
in­ 
terviewed were married when they left 
for Vietnam. Of these, 14 have been 
divorced, one is separated and nine 
said their marriages were in trouble. 
The men’s views on marriage vary. 
“ We’ve had no marital problems. We 
never did before,” said Air Force Maj. 
Arthur Purer of Rockville. Md., a POW 
for seven years. “ I ’ve come back to a 
woman’s who’s much more mature. I 
don’t think enough praise has been 
given to what our wives have done. I 
think if you had a good marriage to 
start w ith, a good woman to start with, 
then she hung on ...” 
Navy Capt. William P. Lawrence of 
Nashville, Tenn., a POW for six years, 
came home to find his wife had 
divorced him in 1971 and re-married. 


“ Of course the divorce was a shock. I 
guess there were some signs available 
to me ahead of time but I just couldn’t 
see them. I just didn’t believe it could 
happen.” 
Others are more philosophical. 
One naval officer said that while 
imprisoned the realists became more 
willing to accept a less than faithful 
wife.” 
On the other hand, he added, manv 
were surprised to find as many marital 
problems because the letters they 
received right up to their release gave 
no such indication. 
“ Many women had written letters 
just to keep the men going,” he said 
And the bachelors? 
Navy Lt. (j.g.) David R. Wheat, 33, 
returned to his parents home in Duluth, 
Minn. He said he’s had no problems. 
“ In fact, after 33 years I finally got 
my own key to the front door.”

ACCORDING to EPA, open burning 
is the burning of any trash or other 
refuse outdoors, such as in a dump, pit, 
barrel or at curbside without benefit of 
any filtration or cleaning device. This 
means that for most Ohio citizens the 
open burning of trash and leaves is 
illegal. 
Open burning is prohibited only in 
restricted areas where an adequate 
collection 
service 
is 
available. 
If 
collection service is not available, open 
burning will be allowed until such 
service is available, or until July I, 
1975, whichever is sooner. 
A restricted area is defined as the 
area within the boundaries of any 
municipal corporation, plus a zone 
extending 
1,000 feet 
beyond the 
boundaries of any municipality having 
between I,(KH) and 10,000 population. 
For municipalities having more than 
10,000 population, the restricted area 
extends one mile beyond the cor­ 
poration limit. 


THE BURNING of household rubbish 
such as paper, trash, garbage, oil, 
rubber, leaves, grass clippings and any 
material originating from the home or 
on the property is 
included in 
a 
restricted area. 
Outside restricted areas, refuse and 
agricultural waste may be burned on 
the premises where it is generated, 
after it has been stacked and dried, if 
weather conditions allow dissipation of 
contaminants and as long as burning 
does not cause a visibility hazard near 
roadways, railroad tracks or air fields. 
The penalties for violation of the open 
burning regulations range from $1 to 
$10,(KH) which m ay be imposed at the 
discretion of the court. 


THE REGULATIONS do not prohibit 
campfires or outdoor barbecuing. The 
burning of construction wastes are also 
prohibited, but small open flames for 
heating tar, welding, acetylene torches 
and highway safety flares are allowed. 
Any concerned citizen may initiate 
an investigation of a possible violation 
by contacting the EPA by calling 614-

either credited to the taxpayer or the 
state, and be used toward next year s 
income tax return. 
By doing this, he said, the income tax 
division could reduce paperwork and 
mailing. 
“ Under the present state income tax 
law, we’re obligated to refund any 
amount,” he said. “We had some penny 
refunds and these were the ones people 
wanted.” 
Spaulding said, “ If we can get a bill 
introduced, we will do the sam e as the 
federal government. If the liability is $1 
or less, the state will not have to make 
refunds and the citizen will not have to 
pay the state. The amounts would be 
credited to the next tax y ea r.” 
He said departm ent officials are 
examining the possibility of having 
enabling legislation offered in the Ohio 
Senate this session. If approved this 
year, it could be in force when Ohioans 
file their 1973 returns before April 15, 
1974. 
Spaulding said the power to forego 
the refunds of $1 or less was inad­ 
vertently left out of the income tax law 
when it was passed in December, 1971. 
“ It’s one area we would like to 
straighten out,” he said. 
The spokesman said. “ The biggest 
complaints w e’ve received this year 
are that people haven’t gotten their 
refund checks. The refunds are made 
within 60 90 days after filing, about the 
same as the federal income tax.” 


However, Spaulding said, som e 
Ohioans have not received their 
checks, even though the refunds were 
mailed. He did not know the reason for 
the problem. 


“ We have to trace those returns 
down and ask the taxpayers to file a 
second return to get the refund,” he 
said. 


It has not been determined how many 
persons will have to file the second 
form.

Resilient floor tiles once owed their 
popularity to the fact that they could be 
installed by anyone. 
Over 
the 
years, 
the 
increasing 
availability of better designs, colors 
and textures has enabled them to win 
even greater acceptance. 
As happens every tim e a product 
gains w idespread approval, it is sold in 
so m any different Winds and types that 
the public has a difficult tim e m aking 
proper choices. 
Rem em ber, for instance, when you 
w alked into a hardw are or paint store 
and had only to decide whether you 
wanted flat or glossy paint? 
The m ultiplicity of paints now on the 
m arket m akes the selective process a 
bit confusing unless you have a very 
definite idea of what you want, gleaned 
from either experience or what you 
have read or heard. 
H ere’s som e information on resilient 
floor tiles that will give you a running 
start in m aking your choice. 
The big seller in the tile field is vinyl 
asb estos, a combination of vinyl resins 
and asb estos fiber. It is not as ex­ 
pensive as solid vinyl, yet it can be 
used anywhere in the house on any 
surface, above or below grade, resists 
spilled liquids and is easy to m aintain. 
The cheapest of the resilient tiles, 
asph alt, gave way in popularity to 
vinyl 
asbestos 
because 
asphalt 
is 
susceptible to grease, oil and other 
substan ces with solvent-like the most 
popular tile, asphalt is still widely 
used. 
A FIR ST-TIM E shopper for reilient 
tiles is likely to be surprised by the 
wide ran ge in prices for what seem s to 
be look-alike tiling.

Rubber is excellent to walk on, but 
shows m arks from furniture legs m ore 
than m ost others. I have not found it on 
display in several stores I have been in 
recently. Linoleum, like vinyl asbestos 
and vinyl, is easy to m aintain. 
D IF F E R E N T T Y P E S of tile require 
different types of adhesive. Always 
m ake it a point to buy the adhesive in 
the sam e store where you buy the tiles. 
And alw ays tell the dealer where the 
flooring will be installed, especially if it 
is to be on a concrete floor below grade. 
If you want to do aw ay with the 
cem enting chores, and can afford to 
spend a little m ore, you might give 
som e consideration to the self-stick 
tiles. 
The paper backing is pulled off the 
tile, which is then pressed onto the 
floor.

before buying 
an old house 


Before buying an older house, it is 
w ise to check the condition of its 
plum bing. 


Houses built 20, 30, or m ore years ago 
often have piping inadequate to handle 
all the new appliances that people use 
today. Even if piping is the right size, it 
m ay have been encrusted with deposits 
and scale over the years so that it now 
h as only a fraction of its original 
capacity.

Place an exhaust fan in one of the 
cellar windows. 
On dry days, open a window a s 


nearly opposite the fan as possible, 
then turn on the exhaust for a few 
hours. 
Do this every tim e there is a dry day. 
You will alw ays have to fight this 
problem so long a s you leave the floor 
in 
its present state. 


Q. — Our old roof is on its last legs 
and w ed like to have a new one put 
on. We are considering a slate roof. Can 
it l)c applied over the old asphalt 
shingles? 
A. — Possibly, but it will take an 
exam ination by a professional roofer to 
determ ine whether the old fram ing is 
strong enough to support the weight of 
the slate shingles.

the fam ily m ust be considered in 
relation to the environm ent — friends, 
school, church, club groups. It m ay 
even be an out. One m an welcomed the 
opportunity to move his fam ily out of a 
drug-oriented area. 


IF O N E is in a good a rea and w ants 
to stay, the next step is to consider how 
much m oney can safely be put into an 
additional. 
A fair-size extension to a house m ay 
not be a s costly a s one m ight think if 
one equates it with current housing 
prices, but even a fair-sized addition 
m ay be too much of a plus for som e 
neighborhoods. 
One m an offers these suggestions in 
determ ining which course would be 
m ore worthwhile: 
Decide how much space is needed, 
consult an architect, show his drawing 
to a builder for an estim ate, consult the 
local bank to see how much the home 
im provem ent loan would cost.

N EW YO RK (A P) — The record 
industry 
is shuddering 
as 
reports 
surface of payola, drugs, an organized 
crime connection and misuse of funds. 
A federal grand jury and offices of 
district attorneys in Manhattan and 
Los Angeles are looking into the music 
business. One recording industry 
figure has fallen, and people in the field 
see troubled days ahead. 
“ The reports say all record com­ 
panies are being quietly investigated. I 
believe that is going to happen,” said 
Herb Helman, head of public relations 
for BCA Records. “ At this point, I think 
every company should take a very low 
profile.” 
The payola scandals of the late 1950s 
rocked the music world with public 
revelation 
that 
record 
company 
promotion men used money, liquor and 
free vacations to convince disk jockeys 
to play their records. Such exposure 
can increase sales. 
The record companies and broad­ 
casters insist such practices have 
ceased. But some reports indicate they 
persist with a new twist: cocaine and 
marijuana 
are 
sometimes 
the in­ 
ducement now. 
How widespread such activities are 
cannot be stated. But payola on a 
grander scale was reported this week 
by sources close to a federal grand jury 
meeting in Newark, N.J. 
Those sources said David Wynshaw, 
until two months ago director of artist 
relations for Columbia Records, told 
members of a federal Organized Crime 
Strike 
Force 
that 
the 
company 
budgeted $250,000 a year for payoffs to 
promote Columbia’s stable of black pop 
and rock singers. 
Wynshaw said part of the money 
went to bribe the publishers of weekly 
tip sheets that supposedly keep radio 
stations informed of the latest “ hot” 
records and part of it went to black disk 
jockeys, the sources said.

I have tried to get to my flying news 
for the past two days. Every time I get 
started, a severe storm moves into the 
area, and I grab my son, my dog, and 
my purse (in that order) and head for 
home. 
We know when Flight Service calls to 
warn us, as was the case yesterday 
when we had the tornado scare, that 
the weather is going to be extremely 
dangerous. 
I have just returned to the office after 
another storm threat, although this 
time it was a false alarm. 
Again, our flying has been very 
sporadic. Very little activity for two or 
three days, due to bad weather, and 
then when it turns nice, we are flying 
night and day. 
Also, when it is fit, the agricultural 
spray planes are snowed under with 
anxious farmers wanting their beans 
and corn sprayed for weeds. Of course, 
they all need the work done at once, 
and the tired pilots can only do so many 
acres a day. However, they are about 
caught up the work contracted for so 
far. 
Bob Bammerlin, Mount Vernon, has 
been flying six or seven hours a week, 
with Bill working on his instrument 
rating. Dr. Pfersick also started on his 
instrument course Saturday. 
We applied again for our air taxi 
certificate, which we gave up last year 
for lack of charter work. I had to work 
very hard on the Operations Manual 
required by the government which 
pertains to all phases of air taxi work, 
and which we have to abide by.

Bengals have announced the signings 
of their first and second round draft 
choices, Isaac Curtis, a 6-foot-1, 193- 
pound wide receiver from San Diego 
State, and Al Chandler, a 6-foot-2, 233- 
pound tight end from Oklahoma. 
Terms of the two contracts were not 
announced. 
“ We like what we have seen of 
Isaac,” said Paul Brown, Bengals’ 
general manager and head coach. “ We 
think he is the fastest man in football.” 


CURTI8, the U.S. spring champion, 
caught 44 passes for 832 yards and 
seven touchdowns last year for San 
Diego State. He is a 9.3 sprinter in 
track and uses his except ional speed to 
good advantage in football. 
The 22-year-old Curtis has 
been 
named to the College All-Star team and 
will report late to the Bengal training 
camp. The All Stars meet with world 
champion Miami Dolphins on Ju ly 27 in 
Chicago. 
The Bengals currently list 
seven 
wide receivers on their pre-season 
roster. In addition to Curtis, Cincinnati 
has veterans ( ’hip Myers, who was

Conference in receptions in 1972 with 
57; 
Charley 
Joiner 
and Speedy 
Thomas, and rookies Tim George, a 


third-round draft choice, and Dan 
Kratzer and Steve Kingman, 
both 
members of the taxi squad last season. 
“ W e’re anxious to being working 
with Chandler in training camp,” said 
Brown. “ He’s worked out here at 
Spinney Field several times and we 
like what we’ve seen. He has the size 
and the blocking ability to get the job 
done.” 


The 22-year-old ( ’handler was named 
to several All-American teams while 
performing for Oklahoma where he 
was a starter for three years. He also 
was All Big Eight two years in a row. 


“ AI. ( ’H A N D LER is one of the finest

Weiskopf, his temper under control, is 
the current rage of the Professional 
Golfers Association tour heading into 
the $150,000 Philadelphia Classic today.

“ I did a lot of thinking after his 
death. I don’t think I disappointed him, 
but I didn’t do as well as I might have,” 
said the 10-year PGA tour veteran. 


“ It made me more aware of what I 
should have been doing. I felt I ought to 
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do something about it,” Weiskopf said. 


He did, winning the Colonial and the 
Kemper tournaments and finishing 
second behind fellow Ohio State 
product Jack Nicklaus at Atlanta. 


“ Let’s see,” Weiskopf said. “ I was 
four under par at the Colonial, 14 under 
at Atlanta and 17 under at the Kemper. 
That’s 35 under in my last three 
tournaments, right?” 


One bad shot and Weiskopf would 
lose his temper in previous years. 
That's not the case now. 


“ I ve got a lot more patience than I 
ever had,” the 30-year-old Ohioan said. 
‘‘if I make a bad shot, it doesn’t affect 
me as much. I ’m not forcing things. 


“ I ’m thinking a lot better,” Weiskopf 
continued. “ I take more time thinking 
about my shot. I ’ve even slowed down 
my walk.” 


PGA tourist Dave Graham gave 
Weiskopf a putter before the Colonial. 
It plays a major role, too. 


“I ve putted like you wouldn’t 
believe,” he said. “ I ’ve had only one 
three-putt in three tournaments.

There are now many excellent, 
simple, and completely safe operations 
for the reshaping of the ears.

I think that you should give more 
than just consideration to having this 
operation performed. A 10-year old 
highly 
sensitive 
child 
can 
be 
psychologically scarred by the con­ 
stant reference to his protruding, or 
“ flop,” ears. 
Young children are not always kind 
to each other and some may make 
reference to “ elephant ears” and other 
terms of disparagement, which is 
emotionally painful. 
Your own doctor knows the closest 
plastic surgeon where such operations 
are easily performed. Your child will 
benefit greatly when this defect is 
remedied.

Infections are more readily con­ 
trolled with antibiotics and, therefore, 
peritoneal inflammation is reduced. 
The fact that adhesions occurred to 
both you and your father is probably 


more of a 
coincidence than 
a 
hereditary tendency. 


Is spinal anesthesia still used: Has it 
been discarded for other types of 
anesthesia?

This type of anesthesia is still used 
for operations below the waist. 
Many 
surgeons 
prefer 
spinal 
anesthesia for operations on the 
bladder and the prostate, 
or for a 
hernia, for example. 
A similar type of anesthesia is known 
as “ epidural and caudal block.” 
Spinal anesthesia is performed by 
injecting 
novocaine 
or 
sim ilar 
chemicals directly into the spinal cord. 
This is 
considered a 
“ local” or 
“ regional” 
anesthesia 
and 
is 
remarkably safe and effective.
